On Feb. 8 1913, this ordinance wage 
repealed by an amendment that merely 
provided against gaseous smoke or va- 
pors from any motor vehicle, being 
aimed to protect the public health. The 
amendment made no provision against 
needless auto noises. 

Every leading city of the nation is 
protected against the nuisance of need- 
less auto 1 oises by either state or mu- 
nicipal laws, providing fines as high

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The expiration of many public utility 
franchises at this period creates a ne- 
cessity for a public ownership enabling 
act such as the new charter contains, if 
St. Louis hopes ever to operate public 
utilities as the most prosperous cities 
of Europe and America have. 

Inspection ot existing -franchises 
shows the following have expired or 
will shortly; 

Jefferson Avenue Railway Co. 
(owned by the United Railways Co.): 
expired Feb. 6, 1912. 

St. Louis Transfer Railway Co. 
(owned by the Terminal Railroad 
Association); expires Dec. 15, 1915. 
Levee railroad from East Grand av- 
enue to Arsenal street. 

Laclede Gaslight Co.; State charter 
expires March 2, 1917, and city fran- 
chise, which may be transferred to 


a 


a State act, but no authority to operate 
a steam rallroad such as the Transfer 
Railway, 
avenue to Arsenal . street along 
Levee, is expressly conferred on the 
city at present. ; . 

New Charter Necessary. 

A year hence, when this franchise ex- 
pires, however desirable it might be for 
the city to own and 
Levee belt line as a f 
bridge, or an extension of the Water- 
works Railway. it cannot do so unless 
the new charter is adopted. The city 
will be confronted with a choice of re- 
moving the tracks from service, or re- 
newing the franchise for short or long 
periods to either the Terminal Associa- 
tion or some other railroad _ corport- 
tion.

been no formal statement of the com- 
‘| pany contention regarding its rights 
after 1920, when the franchise of 1890, 
known as the tripartite agreement with 
the city and the defunct St. Louis Gas- 
light Co., expires. 


The claim to perpetual rights in St. 
Louis streets is based on conflicting 
language in the charter of 1857, given 
by the Missouri Legislature, but it is 
the opinion of some authorities that if 
perpetual rights were stipulated in the 
old grant, it would be void, and would 
be subject to nullification by the courts 
for that reason. 

Laclede Company Charter. 

An opinion by Associate City Counsel- 
or Benjamin H. Charles in 1910 held that 
the charter granted to the Laclede com- 
pany in 187 by the Missouri Legisla- 
ture, would expire in 1917, and that in 
1920 the right given by the city to use 
public streets for the sale of gas would 
end. 


| In the 1857 charter it was provided that 

the incorporators should have per- 
petual succession,’’ but in section 9 of 
ar amendatory act, passed by the Leg- 
islature on the next day, it is provid- 
ec that: “This act shall take effect 
from its passage and continue in force 
for 30 years.“ 


It was provided further that if the 
City of St. Louis failed at the end of 
this period (or by 1887) to purchase the 
property of the company, its life should 
be extended another 90 years, or until 
March 2, 1917. 


A third act, of March, 18@¥ which re- 
pealed the 30-year extension clause, was 
declared invalid by Charles and of no 
effect because it attempted to amend 
in an indirect, roundabout method ex- 
pretsly forbidden by the State Consti- 
tution.

Charles held, therefore, that the char- 
ter extended the full 60 years stipulated 
in the original and second acts. He held

“Papal Delegates May Come and 
Go, ‘Watchman’ Will Go On 
Forever, Priest Declares. 


delegates may come and 
papal delegates may go, but the 
Watchman will go on forever —at 
least as long as I live,” said Father 
D. S. Phelan, editor of the Western 
Watchman and the Sunday Watch- 
man, widely read Catholic weekly 
newspapers, Friday, in discussing the 
rebuke administered to him by Papal 
Delegate Bonzano because of the 
Watchman’s editorial criticism of a 
lecture delivered by Bishop Joseph 
Schrembs of Toledo, 0. Father Phelan 
is 73 years old and has been publishing 
his weekly for 48 years. 

Jam now’ writing an editorial for 
the Saturday isue of my paper in 
which I will take the stand that all 
papal delegates assigned to countries 
in all parts of the world should be 
Italians. 

“Recently an Italian was assigned to 
Australia as Papal Delegate and com- 
plaint was made on the ‘ground that 
the place should have been given to an 
Australian. In my editorial I will hold 
that however little an Italian dele- 
gate may know about the country 
to which he is assigned or however 
many mistakes he may make he is 
the ideal man for the position because 
of his close touch with the powers that 
be at Rome and his consequent loyalty 
to the governing body of the church. 

Monsignor Mistaken, He Says. 

“Monsignor Bonzano has made a mis- 
take,. but I dg not hold it against him. 
My editorial will make it plain that I 
am strong for Italian Papal delegates. 

Father Phelan was told it was being 
discussed among a number of priests 
that it had been suggested Archbishop 
Glennon might instruct all the pastors 
of the archdiocese to announce from 
their pulpits that the Watchman was 
not to be regarded as a Catholic paper. 

“Close friends of mine have assured 
me that no such action need be feared, 
as I believe the Archbishop is in thor- 
ough sympathy with me in this contro- 
versy,” said Father Phelan. 

Father Phelan also was told that a 


“Papal 


high authority on canon law had said 


that the Archbishop had absolute power 
to direct the activities of all priests in 
his jurisdiction and could order that 
publication of the Watchman be sus- 
pended. 

“That is a purely academic view, 
said Father Phelan. “A great many 
persons have an idea that the Arch- 
bishop can make a priest do anything— 
black the Archbishop’s boots, for in- 
stance. 

We'll All Survive, He Says. 

“Never fear. As I said in my pre- 
vious interview, we will all survive.“ 

Archbishop Glennon, when seen by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co., Friday morring, declined 
to talk about the matter. The dele- 
gate’s letter speaks for itself,” he said. 
He would not say whether Father Phe- 
lan, by expressing himself in interviews, 
had violated the delegate’s requirement 
that he should make no comment on the 
matter. When asked about a report 
that he might send a letter to priests, 
instructing them to warn Catholics 
ugalnst reading the Western Watchman, 
he shook his head and said: ‘‘No such 
letter.“ 

“T’ve been ordaining 5 at Ren- 
rick Seminary this morning.“ the Arch- 
bishop remarked, and now I’ve come 
downtown to pay my income tax, before 
{ go across the ocean. Ninety-two dol- 
lars and 80 cents. So I haven't been 
thinking much about this matter since 
ii came out in your paper last evening,’ 

Rebuke in Form of Letter. 

Father Phelan’s criticisms of Bishop 
Schrembs were editorial paragraphy. 
published within the last few 
weeks in the Watchman. The 
rebuke, as told exclusively in 
late editions of Thursday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, came in the form of a letter from 
the papal delegate at Washington to 
Archbishop Glennon, which the Arch- 
bishop read to Father Phelan last Mon- 
day morning. 

Mgr. Bonzano’s letter stated that he 
had noticed in the Watchman a num- 
ber of disrespectful references to the 
ecclesiastical authorities, and that he 
had received several complaints on the 
subject. He mentioned the rebuke which 
the Archbishop administered to Father 
Phelan last January for his editorials 
upholding the tango, and said he had 
hoped this would cause Father Phelan 
to recognize his duty. 

Orders Letter of Censure Published, 

But since seeing the unworthy man- 
ner in which he continues to agsail the 
illustrious Bishop of Toledo,“ the dele- 
gate concluded that it was time to ca}! 
him to order.“ Therefore, he directed 
that the letter of censure be read to 
Father Phelan by the Archbishop, in 
the presence of two witnesses, and puo- 
lished in the Watchman, “without any 
comment upon it, either then or there- 
after.” 

The delegate’s letter instructed the 
Archbishop to intimate“ to Father Phe. 
lan that he must change his manner of 
writing. “If he should fail to do this,” 
the letter continued, “you will with- 
draw from him the necessary permis- 
sion for editing a public journal, which, 
as a priest, he must have from you.”

Railings to Be Built Around Zoo 
Cage to Prevent Feeding and 
Prodding of Beasts. 


The public is asked to please cease 
tantalizing, browbeating and oppressing 
the lions in the Forest Park Zoo. And 
to make sure that the request is com- 
plied with, railings are to be placed for 
the protection of the hectored mountain 


lions. 
It has been discovered that the un- 


feeling public has been imposing on the 
beasts to an extent that almost 
calls for action by the humane society. 
Women and children surround the lion 
cages and make faces at the brutes, 
point fingers at them and prod them 
with sticks. 

In its wild state a lion does not mind 
little things like that. In its mountain 
home it is perfectly all right for per- 
sons to point their fingers and say 


dine shortly thereafter, but there are 
no hard feelings. 

But the captive lion resents these 
things. It makes him nervous and 
peevish and leads to indigestion. 

The members of the Zoological Board 
talked it over at a meeting in the May- 
or’s office Thursday and decided that 
the lions should be protected. So the 
railings are to be built anl the public 
will be compelled to behave.
